ing It is an Attack on the Young 


Ruler’s Life, Give the Madman a 


Rough Handling. 


Madrid, M ay ID.— W hat 
was 
be­ 
lieved at first to be an attempt to take 
the life of the boy king took place 
when Spain's new ruler was on his 
v ay to the eortes to take the oath of 
office. 
Just at the moment the young king 
left the Escurial palace for the eortes 
to take the oath a man of dark com­ 
plexion, of medium 
height, dressed 
like a workman, advanced from the 
front of the crowd and calm ly opened 
the door of the royal carriage, which 
wan badly guarded. 
He threw a big 
paper package at the feet of the young 
King. who promptly kicked it out of 
the 
carriage and 
remained 
seated, 
without showing the slightest trace ot 
emotion. 
The guard escorting the royal car­ 
riage attacked the man, who received 
three sabre cuts on the head. 
The 
halberdiers attacked him at the same 
time and stunned him 
with 
more 
blows. 
He was seized and conveyed 
to the corps de gard station. 
In the meantime a paroxysm of rage 
got hold of the crowd and the people 
endeavored to lynch the man, but were 
restrained by the guard. 
The excite­ 
ment subsided when it was seen that 
the king’s carriage had proceeded with­ 
out delay. 
The man's name is Grues. 
He is 
from M urcia and has been employed 
as a w aiter in a restaurant in Madrid. 
It is believed he is crazy. 
The paper 
which he threw at the feet of the king 
contained a request for the hand in 
marriage of the Infanta Maria Teresa. 
The man will be tried by courtmartial. 


King Received W ith Cheers. 


When the news of the supposed at­ 
ta* k upon the king was received In 
the chamber of deputies, where his 
majesty was to take the oath, the 
greatest excitement prevailed, but only 
a few seconds had elapsed 
before 
cheers from outside the building were 
heard in the chamber. 
It was the as­ 
sembled crowd giving an ovation to 
the king, who had arrived, and who 
entered the hall preceded by the par­ 
liam entary deputation. 
As the youth­ 
ful face of iiis majesty passed between 
the red curtains hanging in the door­ 
way at the back of the platform and 
was 
perceived by the occupants of 
the chamber, all the rules of etiquette, 
which were solemnly laid down in the 
programme, were cast to the winds, 
an*! the entire assemblage, including 
the persons in the public galleries, 
sent forth ringing cheer after cheer, 
crying “ V iva el K ey.” 
The king was serene of aspect and 
smiled and bowed In response to the 
prolonged ovation. 
Fin ally the vocif 
erations subsided and the voice of his 
m ajesty was heard enunciating coolly 
and distinctly the traditional words. 
“ Be seated.’* 
The ceremony then pro 
coed €*1. 
The oath of office was administered 
by Senor V**1a Armijo, the president 
of th** chamber, an*! at the close of the 
ceremony the booming of 21 guns was 
heard announcing to tim city that the 
king hail taken the oath. 
A touching incident occurred as the 
rn em liers of the royal party were leav­ 
ing the hall. 
All of them had left the 
chamber, with the exception of the 
king and the queen mother, when his 
m ajesty Instinctively stepped aside tc 
permit his mother to pass first. 
But 
the queen mother moved back and mo­ 
tio n e d her son that It was his place 
to go before her now that her regency 
had ended and that he reigned ai 
king.

In the meantime a paroxysm of rage 
got hold of the crowd and the people 
endeavored to lynch the man. but were 
restrained by the guard.

ment subsided when it was seen that 
the king's carriage had proceeded with 
out delay. 
The man's name la Orues. 
He 
from Murcia and has been employed 
as a waiter In a restaurant In Madrid 
It is believed, he Is crazy. The paper 
which he threw at the feet of the king 
contained a request for the hand 
m arriage of the Infanta Maria Teresa 
The man will be tried by court martial. 
King Received With Cheers. 
When the news of the supposed at 
tack upon the king was received 
the cham ber of deputies, where 
majesty was to take the oath, 
greatest excitement prevailed, but only 
a few seconds had elapsed 
before 
cheers from outsifle the building were 
heard in the chamber. 
It was the as­ 
sembled crowd giving an ovation to 
the king, who had arrived, and who 
entered the hall preceded by ths par 
(lam enttry deputation. 
As the youth 
fill face of his majesty 'passed between 
the red curtains hanging In the door­ 
way at the back of the platform and 
win perceived by the occupants of 
the chamber, all the rules of etiquette, 
which were solemnly laid down In the 
ptogrammc, were cast to the winds, 
and the entire assemblage, Including 
the persons In the public galleries, 
sent forth ringing cheer after cheer, 
crying "Viva el Key."
